, Cutworms ordinarily work at night 
lothlSCOUn 'but often feed on dark cloudy days. 


When you come across injury you can 
often find the guilty worm in a small 
burrow in the soil close by the plant 
which it has destroyed. 


The easiest and most practical way 


to get rid of the cutworm is by using 
a pioson bran bait which is as follows: 


Dry Bran, 1 peck or 5 pounds; White 


Arsenate of Paris Green, Vi pound; 
Syrup or Molasses, 1 pint; Water, 3 or 
4 quarts. 


The mixing of the poison with the 


bran is very important because each 
particle of bran must carry a, little 
poison to get a good kill. The bait 
can be mixed with apaddlc, adding Ihe 
poison slowly and stirring the bran 
at the same time. Mix the syrup with 
the water and mix with the bran and 
poison stirring all the time. It is de- 
sirable to add enough liquid to make 
a crumbly mass. 


After the bait is prepared it may be 


broadcast or sow it by hand along 
the row or around the plants. Do this 
late in the evening so the bait will 
not dry out before the worms get 
busy. Since cutworms overwinter in

Any obstruction ltd the 
flow of fluid to the kidney leads to 
damming of the material, and to de- 
posit of crystalline material. 


A great deal of experimental evi- 


'dence of vitamin A brings about 
breaking down of the surface lining 
or membranes of many organs and 
tissues, including those of the urinary 
passages. 


Thus our present knowledge of kid- 


ney stone leads to the. belief that a 
deficiency of vitamins, particularly of 
^Vitamin A, is an important factor and 
that infections and abnormalities in 
the urinary tract may be associated 
factors.

Their Requirements 


Mother Reilly is correct, when she 


says "some"' youngsters cannot be 
handled any. other way but through 
fear of consequences. For, a fact there 
are children who seem determined to 
respect no other persuasion. Mrs. Lit- 
tledale is right when she says "that 
persistent defiance and 
ugliness of 


spirit in a child is bound to have un- 
derlying causes, and it is tremen- 
dously important to find out what 
these are and deal with them. I be- 
lieve in segregation," she adds, "as 
punishment. It works like a charm." 


From years of observation and ex- 


perience I my self have learned this. 
Most of those whom I term the most 
successful mothers have never lifted a 
finger in anger. And. many I consider 
the greatest failures with their fam- 
ilies have been emotional extremists, 
relieving their instability (and exas- 
peration over their lack of control) by 
seizing the switch. 


On the other hand I have seen a 


family here and 
there 
ruined by 


mamby and pambly methods when a 
spanking was sorely needed. Again I 
have seen nicely 
spanked 
families 


emerge into maturity none the worse 
and possibly all the better for having 
paid occasional penalties 


Really Is Secondary 


The whole truth is that corporal 


punishment must be regarded as is 
any other punishment. It is not the 
paramount question in child rearing 
at all. It is incidental and secondary 
to the real knowledge of child hand- 
ling, child nature, family conditions 
and family relationships. 


Intelligent parents begin their regu- 


lating by early ingraining in their 
children certain decent qualities, in- 
stead of permitting bad ones to get 
ahead, later to. be switched out. 


There are sensitive, easily-terrorized 


little tolk whc can be ruined for good 
and all by one humiliating whipping. 
There are hard-hided kids, rough and 
tough and contrary,) who don't care 
either one way or another. There are 
children who benefit by being re- 
minded they just can't be that way— 
"shocked" one might .=>ay into think- 
ing, about their mean conduct, spank- 
ed back to the fold. It nil depends 
upon circumstances and on the child.
